DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 
37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed June 30, 2010 has been 
entered. Claims 1 and 19 are amended. Claims 4 and 24-26 are deleted. 
Claim 27 is added. Now, Claims 1-3, 5-23 and 27 are pending. 

2. Claim rejection(s) under 35 USC 103 in the previous Office Action 
(Paper No. 20100522) is/are removed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -3, 5-23 and 27 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 
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The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 
over the closest reference: Kanamori (WO 02 085985, US 7 297 743) 

Kanamori discloses a structure comprising a transparent material 
such as glass, etc. and a cured product formed thereon. The cured product 
is derived from a composition comprising a vinyl polymer having reactive 
silicon containing group (a), a polyoxyalkylene polymer having a reactive 
silicon containing group, and a plasticizer having an acrylic component (c) 
(col. 3, lines 55-63 and col. 23, lines 6-16). The reactive silicon containing 
group is represented by the formula (1) of Kanamori where X represents a 
hydroxyl or hydrolysable group and R 2 is a substitute or unsubstituted 
univalent organic group containing 1-20 carbons, which reads on the vinyl 
polymer which contains at least one crosslinkable silyl group. The vinyl 
polymer has a main chain that is obtained from the living radical 
polymerization technique, which has a molecular weight distribution of less 
than 1.8. (col. 4, line 50 to col. 5, line 10, col. 5, line 65 to col. 6, line 11 and 
col. 12, lines 5-8). The vinyl polymer is preferable derived from acrylate 
and/or methacrylate monomers, (col. 4 lines 25-30). However, Kanamori 
does not teach or fairly suggest an additional layer having photocatalytic 
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activity-based antistaining properties deposited between the transparent 
substrate and the layer derived from the foregoing cured product.
